MMSMNGTON  (BP)  -  Tlie  New 
York  City  Board  of  Edcoation't 
controversial  ban  on  renting  public

the  Soothem  Baptist  Ethics 
t  Baligions  liberty  Commissioa 
(ERLO  in  Nashville  joined  local 
and  national  rdigions  organisa¬ 
tions  in  the  April  20  brim  that 
urges  a  federal  court  in  New  York 
to  invalidate  a  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  poUw  that  bars  churches  and 
other  foitn  groups  frnm  meeting  in 
schools. 

The  brief,  written  Iw  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Legal  Sodet/  (CLS),  also  calls 
on  the  court  to  ’lennanently  block 
thepolu^  from  *.eing  enforced. 

tne  U.S.  Seond  Circuit  Court 
of  Appeals  rulfl  last  year  that  the 
ban  was  oona.UutionaL  afiecting 
doaens  of  dun  hea  induding  seven 
Southern  Bax  fiat  congre^ons 
that  used  pdd«  schools  for  cor¬ 
porate  worship.  Some  moved  their 
meetings  to  otser  facilities.  .

New  York  City's  sraool  policy  in- 
friimes  on  the  opening  two  dauses 
of  the  First  Amendment,  according 
to  the  brief  staled  onto  by  ERLC 
and  other  oraanisatioiu.  Those 
clauses  state,  ‘Congress  shall  make 
no  law  reflecting  an  estaUlahment 
of  religioa,  or  prohibiting  the  free 
exerdae  thereof.* 

The  policy  'is  not  one  that  feigns 
neutrality  on  its  fruie,  hiding  an  ul¬ 
terior  purpose  to  target  rdigions 
exerdse,’  the  brief  says,  nhe 
Board's  policy  openly  aim  notori¬ 
ously  singles  out  ‘idigi^  wor¬ 
ship  services'  for  exdusion  from 
the  public  fiace  that  is  otherwise 
available  for  other  sodal  and  dvic 
functions.* 

The  brief  contends  a  sodal  func¬ 
tion  that  indudes  the  same  attri¬ 
butes  as  a  religious  worship  ser- 


not  violate  the  policy.  ‘But  once 
these  activities  are  part  of  a  rrii- 
giotts  event,  they  suddenly  become 
outlawed,*  according  to  the  brief. 

The  sdiod  board  nuetransai  easts 
the  First  Amendment's  estabhMment 
^uae  by  trying  to  define  lebfous 
worship,  the  bM  saya  'The  Board 
cannotgetintotiiebiMineasofdectd- 
ing  what  does  and  does  not  qualify  as 
a  Tdinous  worship  service'  without 
entan^nig  itsdf  in  issues  forbidden 
to  its  aumority  and  wMiout  disctiini- 
natittg  among  teUgioas  organixations 
and  bdiefs,*  aocordiiig  to  ms  brief. 


For  the  last  60  years,  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  *has  repeatedly  in- 
stnieted  that  the  state  huu  no  power 
whatsoever  to  determine  what  con¬ 
stitutes  ‘religious  worship'  and  ‘re- 
iigioas  worwp  services'  and  what 
does  not,*  the  brief  says. 

The  brief  also  contends  the  use 
of  public  schools  for  worship  does 
not  constitute  endorsemant  of  ra¬ 
ison  when  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  makes  its  facilities  available 
to  all  groups.  *The  fact  that  more 
churches  than  mosques  and  svna- 
goguea  use  school  friolities  reflects 
simple  demographics,  not  endorse¬ 
ment,*  according  to  the  brief. 

The  policy  also  contradicts  t 
long-held  practice  in  American  life, 
the  brief  contends.  By  singling  out 
religious  groups  among  cll  com¬ 
munity  organixations,  it  *is  incon¬ 
sistent  with  historical  practice  and 
threatens  the  equal  access  of  reli¬ 
gious  obaervance  to  public  niace 
still  common  in  our  country,''  the 
brief  says.

Mississippi  COlLEOE's  tabis  tonnia  taann  playod  thair  best  Qames  of  the  seeson 
in  the  2012  championships  and  emerged  from  a  Texas  tournament  ranked  No.  2  in 
North  America.  In  their  fifth  season,  the  MC  Choctaws  upset  second  seeded  Undert- 
wood  University  of  Missouri  before  losirtg  to  perennial  champion  Texas  Wesleyan. 
Prior  to  the  April  13-15  tournament  in  the  Lone  Sur  State,  MC  was  listed  as  No.  3  in 
Natiortal  CollegiataTable Tennis  rankings  of  the  158  colleges  in  the  U.S.  and  Canada 
that  field  squads.  When  the  three-day  tournament  teas  over,  MC  was  ranked  higher 
than  such  teams  as  San  Jose  State, Toronto,  Southern  Califomia.  Princeton,  Califo^ 
nia,  Wichita  State,  Ohio  State,  Penn  State  and  Columbia.

The  private  school’s  offiddl  policy 
Item  leqiBres  a^  carnpus-iecognized 
group  —  indud^  relicious  grnqis — 
to  accept  the  unimsiys  ixm-discrim- 
inatkm  policy  which  torfaids  diacrimi- 
natian  on  the  basis  of  rai^  gender, 
reimaa,  and  sexual  orientabon. 

For  Christian  groups,  that  means 
they  technically  cannot  require  their 
group  leader  to  be  a  Christian. 

*I  don't  think  this  is  over.  I 
think  Vanderbilt  alunu  and  other 
pecmic  will  continue  to  speak  out 
ana  spei^  up,'  said  Bill  Campbell, 
wbo  IS  identified  as  the  former 
bead  of  admissions,  in  the  video. 
Campbell  sajn  he  believes  Vander¬ 
bilt  IS  'discrimiiMting  auinst  t)<e 
Christian  organixations.*'
